GALVESTON, TEXAS, May 2], 1873. 

the Editors of the New National Era and 

Citizen: 
Please give us a little more room. Texas 
shakes hands with ‘Union Leaguer,”’ writing 
from Fayetteville, N. C., under date of May 
I wrote you to nearly the same 
effect almost two months ago, viz., that the 
‘‘Ringmasters had organized a white man’s 
party inside the Republican party.’’ This is 
so in Texas, and, I dare assert, in most all 
the other Southern States. Manhood demands 
that we look this universal fact square in 
the face; and, in order to break the ‘‘Ring,”’ 
drop those who have organized it, or are in 
anywise connected with it.

The Crop Prospects in Eurupe 

The price oi wheat and corn ia the United 
States depends so largely upon the crop in 
Europe, that its prospects is a matter of vital 
interest to our farmers. In regard to the 
condition and promise of the growfng crops 
abroad, the New York Bulletin, which is 
good authority on the subject, has some in- 
formation of interest upon the subject. It 
states that although the European grain 
situation may be regarded as generally 
favorable to American producers, yet it is 
far from warranting any speculative combi- 
nation for an advance on present rates. 
Wheat, at present quotations in England, is 
higher than the average of a series of years, 
and the utmost that seems warranted is a 
continuance of the current rates. The food 
deficiencies of England are very heavy, and 
are likely to be larger next harvest year 
than this; but it must be remembered that 
steam and the telegraph render it possible 
to count and to obtain every bushel of sur- 
plus grain in any part of the world. The 
present unusual depletion of stocks in Great 
Britain causes no panic or advance, because 
the precise quantity of breadstuffs afloat and 
“in sight” is known, and because it will
